Appeal Is Made to Austrian Foreign 
Minister—Misses Tram and Arrives 
at Belgrade Fourteen Hours Behind 
Schedule, but Is Greeted by Popu- 
lace With Outstretched Arms. 


Belgrade, Sorvia. C^ct. 21.—Austro- 


Iltmgarian officials at Agrani detained 
General Vukotics, an official of the 
Montenegrin government, who 
loft 


Oettinjo three days ago for this city 
on a special mission to the Servian 
government. 


The general was released after he 


had been delayed 11 hours and in an 
interview said: 


"Arriving 
at 
Asram. 
gendarmes" 


entered my car, dragged me out and 
took me to the prefecture of police 
I was then sparched and my purse, 
papers, in fact everything I had was 
taken from me. My baggage also was 
completely ransacked. 
1 gave 
the 


gendarmerie officers my name and ex- 
plaind my status as a special envoy 
to King Peter. 
I showed also the 


passport and safe conduct given me 
at the Austro-Hungarian legation at 
Cettinje. but all to no avail. 


"Ultimately I was permitted to send 


a telegram to Baron Von Arenthal. 
the Austro-Hungarian minister of for- 
f-ign affairs, complaining of the treat- 
ment accorded me. which was a vio- 
lation of the international usage. Af- 
ter considerable delay an order ar- 
rived from Vienna instructing the po- 
lice to release me. and this was done. 


'"I was detained at the police sta- 


tion for seven hours, and as I lost my 
train connection my journey was de- 
layed altogether for 14 hours." 


This occurrence has aroused again 


a bitter feeling toward Austria-Hun- 
gary on the part of the Servians, and 
the people are greatly excited. The 
general is the hero of the moment in 
Belgrade.

Japanese dinners commencing early. 
European dinners beginning later, and 
theater parties, all involving th*> c:ir«- 
fi:l distribution of invitations ln.cau.-.c 
occurring in half a dozen places at 
the same time, kept the American 
guests of the Japanese nation busy. 


For the present Tokyo is the center 


of attractjpn. many officers and about 
600 men visiting this city daily, but 
Yokohama is filled with bluejacket s.

General. 


WON MANY NOTABLE SUITS. 


Victorious In the Celebrated Alaskan 


Seal Fisheries Controversy—His De 
fense of the McKinley Bill—Refused 
Golden Offers For a Seat on the 
Federal Bench. 


Mr. Taft's eight years of history 


making utility upon the bench of the 
Sixth federal circuit, during most of 
wliirh period he was presiding judge, 
were prefaced by three years of high 
accomplishment as solicitor general of 
the United Stales. 
President Harri- 


son picked him to be the legal repre- 
sentative of the United States iu ac- 
tive litigation iu IS'JO. when he was 
only thirty-three years old and still had 
three years of his elective term upon 
the superior court bench in Ohio to 
serve. Solicitor general of the United 
States at thirty-three! Scarcely more 
than a boy iu years as ripened matu- 
rity is reckoned and already doing 
deeds of national moment—deeds of 
international moment, to be exact, for 
inside of two weeks of taking the 
oath he had put up to him the defense 
of the government in the Alaska seal 
fisheries controversy, at ' which the 
courts and the diplomats of three coun- 
tries—the United States, Engfaud and 
Canada—had been dinging for fourteen 
years. 


Briefly the sum and substance of it 


was this: "We had captured and con- 
demned to be sold 
the 
Canadian 


schooner Say ward for illegal sealing in 
Alaska waters. England and Canada 
supported the claim of the owner for 
damages, which we Rejected. Tend- 
ing arbitration the case was brought 
unexpectedly before the supreme court. 
It was clever tactics on the other fel- 
low's part, and il put us in rather a 
pickle. 
While Canada would not be 


bound by an adverse decision if the 
case went against her—that is, she 
would not be compelled to accept the 
decision as final—should we lose the 
fact of our losing in our own court 
would count against ns. 


The new solicitor general sailed in. 


He read the documents. lie clutched 
and held fast. 
When he emerged from 


the murk of international law, treaties, 
precedent and kindred clarities he bad 
a 300 page brief ready to present to 
the court. It won for him and for the 
United States against two of the best 
lawyers in the land—Joseph II. Choate 
and Calderon Carlisle, Jr.
